To obtain reliable Information In re- 


gard to the movement to and from 
farms, records of the population on 
3,776 representative New York farms 
on Feb. 1 this year and Feb. I a year 
ago were secured by Prof. G. F. War- 
ren of the New York State College of 
Agriculture and John B. Shepard of 
the United States Bureau of Crop Es- 
timates. These records show that dur- 
ing the past year the number of 
people on ttiese farms decreased near- 
•Jy thre» per ce«l ana the number of 
hired men d«ei««»sed more than 17 
per cent 
Of the men and boys who 


were doing farm work on these farms 
last year <50 have left farming for 
other kinds of work and only one- 
third M many have left other kinds of 
work to take up farming. If the 
«am« ratio holds for all farms in the 
state about 35,000 men and boys have 
left farming to go to other industries, 
and about 11,000 men and boys went 
from other industries Into farming. 
This is a ottrs rapid movement from 
the farms to other industries than 
took pale* In the early part of the 
•war. for according to the school census 
the number of persons in this state 
•who left farming for other industries 
during the year ending Feb. 1, 1918, 
TO* 21,430 and in the same period 
18,804 persons left other kinde ot worK 
to go to farming. 


.The records show that on the S.77S 


farms, 4,06» houses were In use and 
46> habitable houses or -ten per cent 
of the total number were vacant It 
these farms were .typical In this re- 
spect there are about 24,000 vacant 
habitable houses on farms in the state. 


There were 3,715 houses occupied by 


farm operators. Of these houses 20 
.-per cent have furnace heat and 11 
(per cent, nave bath rooms.

364 houses occupied by hired men six 
per cent have furnace heat and five 
per-cent have bath rooms.

territorial integrity and existing po- 
litical independence of all members of 
the league,'" he argued, binds the 
United States when occasion arises to 
defend every member of the league by 
armed force against external aggres- 
sion ' "no matter what our people at

HOCSE CHANGES HANDS. 


A. L. Judd HelifM from Active BuM- 


uees Owing to Personal Reason* — 
>'ow Owner to Continue Store Along 
Same Hues. 
Albert L. Judd. tor over 30 yean a 


prominent merchant of this city, re- 
tired from active business, perhaps 
only temporarily, yesterday, when he 
completed negotiation* (or UM saji of 
his store a^ 184 Main street to Wil- 
liam I. LaReau, who took possession 
immediately and is now conducting 
the store. Mr. Judd's decision to re-^ 
tire was prompted by the critical ill- 
ness of his wife, necessitating that he 
relinquish his business duties to care 
for her. 
Although making no an- 


nouncement as to his future plans. 1t 
is not Improbable that Mr. Judd later 
may again enter business. 


"Judd's Store." under which this 


dry goods and millinery firm has been 
conducted for many years past, will 
now be known as "LaReau's," but will 
continue along the same lines which 
have made it successful in the past. 
The new owner will make no changes 
in the clerical force, which is com- 
posed 
of Mrs. Mae E. Tilley, Miss 


Grace Warner and Earl Wood, all of 
whom are experienced and competent 
in their profession. For the present 
no new additions will be made to the 
stock, but Mr. LaReau later plans to 
broaden ita scope in order to make it 
more completely fill the wants of the 
women of the city. 


Although himself inexperienced in 


thp dry goods business, Mr. LaReau 
will have the assistance of the old 
employes, who know dry goods from 
A to Z, as Mr. Judd put it yesterday. 
and there is no doubt but that the 
business will continue to enjoy the 
generous patronage it has had in the 
past. Mr. LaReau and his family 
have been residents of Oneonta for 
many years and have mans' friends 
who will wish the new owner abun- 
dant success. For several years, he 
conducted the Opera cafe ou^Chestnut 
street. 


Mr. Judd retires from active busi- 


ness, after being for over 30 years a 
successful merchant of Oneonta. He 
entered business here in 1887 with a 
partner, and for two years conducted 
a grocery store at the corner of Main 
and Grove, streets under the firm name 
of Judd & Dewell. In '89 the firm dis- 
solved, and Mr. Dewell departed for 
other fields while Mr. Judd bought out 
a variety store being conducted by a 
Mr. Weaterbrook in the Blend block 
on Chestnut street, where Williams' 
market now is located. He took his 
brother, E. S. Judd, into the business 
with him and for a few years they, 
successfully disposed of crockery and 
tinware. Later, E. S. Judd left to ac- 
cept a lucrative position on the New 
York, New Haven ami Hartford rail- 
road, where he is still connected, and 
Mr. Judd -continued 
the 
business 


alone. 


During the 90's Mr. Judd was forced 


to change his place Of business three 
times. After leaving tkj* Blend block, 
he occupied tthe Frills block on Main' 
street, which now houses the Bell 
Clothing company, then the Cornell 
block across the street, now occupied 
by Ward the jeweler, and finally the 
eastern half of the 
present Ronan 


bla^k. It was here that Mr. Judd 
started the dry goods business, for he 
purchased "The Bargain Store," con- 
ducted in that location by Rogers & 
Frisbee and continued their dry goods 
and millinery business. 


He remained in this location until 


1904, 
when he was forced to vacate, 


owing to the Ronans entering busi- 
ness, and moved into his present loca- 
tion at 184 Main street, which he has 
occupied ever since, or for 16 years. 
During this period, Mr. Judd has built 
up a prosperous business and has had 
a, large patronage from 
the 
women 


shoppers. 


His activities have not been wholly 


confined to his business, however, for 
he has served at intervals on city 
commissions and has frequently lent 
his aid to public-spirited enterprise.
